O Man found dead in his northeast 
residence Thursday brings city’s homicide 
toll to 17 O Two bodies discovered in 
a west-end field late Wednesday being 
treated as suspicious deaths 


Homicide detectives are investi¬ 
gating after a body — the third in 
a day — was found in a northeast 
home early Thursday. 

Acting Insp. Regan James said 
police responded at 6:30 a.m. to a 
medical call at 103 Avenue and 34 
Street, but officers arrived to find 
a male resident deceased. 

“It’s my understanding it was a 
man in his late 20s,” said James. 

Police have now ruled the death 
a homicide. 

Neighbours say the couple and 
their young daughter have lived in 
the bungalow for about a year and 
seemed happy. 

A tiny child’s pink bike sits in 
the front of the residence now sur¬ 
rounded in police tape as detectives 
and forensics teams investigate. 

Meanwhile, autopsies for two 
bodies found in a west-end field are 
underway and EPS is treating those 
as suspicious deaths.

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Lost data a headache 


O Privacy commissioner says lost data of public 
school employees avoidable O No penalty expected 
despite investigation into missing flash drive 


Edmonton Public Schools 
employees whose security 
was breached when a 
memory stick with their 
personal data was lost last 
month have been told 
about what happened. 

But now the questions 
begin. 

“We understand how 
serious a breach this is,” 
said EPSB spokesperson 
Cheryl Oxford. 

Oxford said protocol 
was not followed when 
the computer tech trans¬ 
ferred items to an unen- 
cr 5 q)ted stick, then lost it. 

“If you have personal 
(data) on a memory stick, 
it must be encrypted,” 
said Oxford. 

“That policy was not 
followed.” 


Alberta’s privacy com¬ 
missioner Frank Work 
said the lost files appear 
to be somewhere in in- 
house limbo, which is 
marginally better, as far 
as breaches go. 

“But it’s big ... and it’s 
already cost the Edmon¬ 
ton Public School Board 
big money to fix it,” said 
Work. 

In addition to having to 
look high and low for the 
device, the board now has 
to answer questions about 
why their own rules were 
not followed, he said.

Mountain bikers 
seek options

For the past five summers, 
mountain bikers have en¬ 
joyed the amenities of Rab¬ 
bit Hill Freeride Bike Park, 
just south of the city. 

Now that news has 
spread that the facility is 
closing, they’re looking 
elsewhere. 

“We need somewhere to 
ride,” said local mountain- 
bike enthusiast Mike 
Lyons. 

And while there are 
many neighbourhood 
parks that do the trick — 
including one Lyons is 
planning to unveil on Al¬ 
berta Avenue this summer 
— some form of replace¬ 
ment is desired. 

Lyons wrote a letter to 
Mayor Stephen Mandel 
about the issue, and he re¬ 
cently received a response. 

In the letter, Mandel 
noted that in 2010 the city 
“prepped a fairly substan¬ 
tial area in Leger Park Dis¬ 
trict in Terwillegar that 
will facilitate the develop¬ 
ment of jumps, bridges

and ramps for the moun¬ 
tain biking community.” 

The city has teamed up 
with the Edmonton Moun¬ 
tain Bike Alliance with re¬ 
gards to terrain 
development, said the let¬ 
ter, and partners are being 
sought out for building 
some of the equipment. 

Lyons said some of the 
equipment could even 
come from Rabbit Hill it¬ 
self 

Mandel’s letter stated 
that steep grades and var¬ 
ied terrain in the river val¬ 
ley are great for mountain 
bikers, and that the city is 
also looking into develop¬ 
ing a facility in the central 
river valley.

As Edmonton’s homicide 
numbers continue to 
climb, the city is becom¬ 
ing dangerously close to 
claiming the title of the 
murder capital of Canada. 

A man in his 20s found 
dead in his northeast Ed¬ 
monton home on Thurs¬ 
day was deemed the city’s 
17th homicide. 

And should two bodies 
found in a field in the 
west end Wednesday af¬ 
ternoon be considered 


homicides, that would 
bring the city’s total to 19. 

In comparison, Toronto 
has recorded 18 homi¬ 
cides this year and Cal¬ 
gary has recorded two. 

“When you are getting 
that (homicide) rate high¬ 
er than Toronto — Hous¬ 
ton, we have a problem — 
and it’s a huge problem,” 
said Bill Pitt, Grant 
MacEwan University 
criminologist. 

EPS spokesperson Clair 
Seyler has said police ana¬ 
lysts are comparing the 
cases, but can’t find much 
of a trend. 


By comparison 


► Edmonton's record 
for most homicides 
in a year was in 2005, 
when 39 were recorded. 

► At this time last year, 
only four homicides 
had been recorded. 

In fact, it took until 
well into May to reach 
seven homicides in 2010. 


“At this point, this has 
been a very strange 
year,” she said. “Homi¬ 
cides have been unusually 


high; however, our other 
crimes have been unusu¬ 
ally low. 

“All that we can really 
say that was connected ... 
is a great deal of it seems 
anger and alcohol and 
drugs being used.” 

Seyler said EPS would 
like people who are con¬ 
sidering using violence to 
deal with things to “stop 
and think.” 

“Because this is hap¬ 
pening to a lot of people 
that are making split deci¬ 
sions that are changing 
their lives forever.”

Halifax, home of the 
most Titanic graves in the 
world, will be hosting a 
centennial commemora¬ 
tive event next year. It’s 
the only city in North 
America with direct ties to 
the famous shipwreck. 

Organizer Ken Pinto said 
the event will walk the fine 
line between festival and 
sombre memorial for the 
more than 1,500 people 
who died 99 years ago. 

Titanic 100 will feature a 
three-day conference for 
historians and scientists, as 
well as wakes, art exhibits,

concerts and a film festival. 

Pinto said the three 
cemeteries with Titanic 
graves will be refurbished 
in preparation for the 
crowds next year. There 
will also be a public monu¬ 
ment placed somewhere on 
the Hahfax waterfiront. 

Organizers also want to 
create a Titanic Trail fink¬ 
ing the 21 historical sites in 
the Halifax Regional Munic¬ 
ipality and the three spots 


where director James 
Cameron shot the movie Ti¬ 
tanic in 1996. 

“We’re hoping to have 
James Cameron (at the con¬ 
ference in 2012), but he’s 
the most famous person in 
the world now, although he 
is Canadian and loves Hali¬ 
fax,” Pinto said. 

There will be two free 
concerts — one involving 
Irish performers and the 
other featuring a Celtic 
gospel theme. 

“The event will be sub¬ 
stantial when we mark the 
tragic occasion of the sink¬ 
ing of the Titanic,” said Bri¬ 
an Doherty, Titanic 100 
organizer.

Yemeni rivals clash

Gunmen loyal to the gov¬ 
ernment attacked the 
forces of the Yemeni presi¬ 
dent’s chief rival early 
Wednesday, killing one 
person and raising fears 
that Yemen’s weeks of pop¬ 
ular unrest could evolve in¬ 
to pitched battles between 
factions of the divided mil- 
itaiy. 

State media described 
the attack as a case of the 
government’s rapid re¬ 
sponse forces quelling a 
“provocative action” by 
Maj. Gen. Ali Mohsen al- 
Ahmar, the commander of 
the 1st Armored Division. 

“The leader of the 1st 
Armored Division is re¬ 
sponsible for any attempts 
that could cause security 
tensions,” the government 
statement said, raising the 
level of rhetoric between 


the two longtime rivals. 

Yemen’s militaiy split 
on March 17, when Presi¬ 
dent Ali Abdullah Saleh’s 
chief competitor for pow¬ 
er, al-Ahmar, abruptly de¬ 


clared his solidarity with 
the protesters who have 
been demonstrating for 
weeks calling for the presi¬ 
dent’s ouster.

In the basement of the 
palace, an Associated Press 
reporter counted at least 
532 cases of BM-21 missiles, 
each one more than eight 
feet long. Crates of mortars, 
grenades and ammunition 
littered the sprawling gar¬ 
dens and boxes of emer¬ 
gency medical supplies 
were stacked in an office. 

All around Abidjan 
Thursday, teams of Red 
Cross workers shovelled 
charred corpses into bags 
while UN peacekeepers 
gathered more weapons, 
throwing them into dump 
trucks for disposal. 

“We need to secure the 
country, notably Abidjan,” 
Ouattara said at his first 
press conference Wednes¬ 
day.

EU luring Gadhafi 
defectois by lifting 
restrictive sanctions 


The European Union has 
rewarded the most senior 
official to defect from the 
regime of Libyan leader 
Moammar Gadhafi by un¬ 
freezing his assets and lift¬ 
ing a visa ban that had 
barred him from travelling 
in any of the 27 EU coun¬ 
tries. 

Lifting sanctions against 
former foreign minister 
Moussa Koussa — agreed 
to Tuesday but made pub¬ 
lic Thursday — was at least 
in part an attempt to lure 
other senior figures into 
deserting Gadhafi, an EU 
official said. 

Lifting the sanctions re¬ 
quired the assent of all Eu¬ 
ropean Union countries. 
But the official said the ac¬ 
tion was taken at the re¬ 
quest of Britain, to which 
Koussa flew March 30 to 
defect. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
to discuss confidential de¬ 
liberations. 


Accusations 


The Libyan opposition 
blames Koussa for the as¬ 
sassinations of dissidents 
in western capitals and for 
orchestrating the 1988 
bombing over Lockerbie, 
Scotland, and the bomb¬ 
ing of another jet over 
Niger a year later. The 
links have never been con¬ 
firmed. 

The British Foreign Of¬ 
fice issued a statement 
Thursday explaining its 
reasoning. 

“Sanctions are intro¬ 
duced to invoke behav¬ 
ioural change and as 
Moussa Koussa has chosen 
to leave the regime he is 
no longer sanctioned in 
this way,” the statement 
said.

RIM PlayBook Is no Apple 
slayer: Tough early reviews 



The advance reviews of Re¬ 
search In Motion’s Play- 
Book are in, and they’re 
generally not good. 

The New York Times’ 
prominent tech writer 
David Pogue calls the 
tablet “half-baked” and 
says “it seems almost silly 
to tiy to assess it, let alone 
buy it.” 

Pogue is one of several 
U.S. reviewers given early 
access to the tablet, which 
RIM hopes can compete 
with Apple’s iPad 2. 

While reviews had good 
things to say about the 
PlayBook’s hardware, its 
Flash-able web browser 
and slick interface, most 
were largely negative and 
focused on missing fea¬ 
tures still not available. 

RIM sent out multiple 
software updates for the 
PlayBook while reviewers 
were assessing it and most 
reviewers indicated there’s 
hope for the device — once 
it’s in a truly finished state. 


Some lamented that the 
first version being released 
is Wi-Fi-only and cannot 
connect to mobile net¬ 
works. 

A handful of critical 
apps, including those for 
email. Blackberry Messen¬ 
ger and contacts, appear 
on the PlayBook only 
when a wireless link is es¬ 
tablished with a Blackber¬ 
ry. When the link is 
broken, those apps disap¬ 


pear off the tablet. It’s a se¬ 
curity feature that busi¬ 
ness users may appreciate. 
But consumers will have to 
wait several months for a 
promised update before 
they can keep those essen¬ 
tial apps on the PlayBook 
at all times. 

“For now, the Play- 
Book’s motto might be, 
‘There’s no app for that,”’ 
Pogue wrote.

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Raging loonie 
feeds price gap 

O Canadians are paying at least 20 per cent 
more for some goods than U.S. counterparts 


A flyaway loonie has giv¬ 
en rise to a massive price 
discrepancy. 

Douglas Porter, deputy 
chief economist of the Bank 
of Montreal, notes that in 
the summer of 2009 the 
spread was just under seven 
per cent. With the rebound 
in the currency, the gap has 
widened even more. 

BMO’s survey compared 
11 items. For example, a 
Blu-ray copy of the movie 
The King’s Speech cost 
$24.99 in Canada, 28 per 
cent more than it would 
have cost in the U.S. in 
Canadian dollars. Titleist’s 
premier ProVI golf balls 
were 11 per cent more ex¬ 
pensive in Canada at 
$49.99, versus $45.07 south 
of the border. 

The biggest discrepancy 
was with running shoes. 
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where the five samples av¬ 
eraged $147.99 in Canada, 
48 per cent more than if the 
shoes were purchased in 
the U.S. 


It is hard to pinpoint just 
one reason for the gap. The 
U.S. retail sector is more 
competitive than Canada’s 
and subject to far more dis¬ 
counting by retailers. The 
American economy is also 
in tougher shape than 
Canada’s, making it more 
difficult to sustain higher 
prices. And Canadian im¬ 
porters negotiate wholesale 
prices with U.S. suppliers 
early in the year, so swings 
in currency values may not 
reflect that until later. 

Bruce Cran of the Con¬ 
sumers’ Association of 
Canada says Canadians “are 
being gouged as con¬ 
sumers.” He says his 
group’s surveys show the 
situation is worse than 
BMO makes out, with the 
price difference closer to 30 
per cent, the Canadian press 
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Just zipping right along 

Shares of Zipcar Inc. soared after the company's initial public offering yesterday 
performed better than predicted.

MOSCOW. Russia has 
banned the hunting of 
polar bears this year, 
thanks to a group with 
close ties to Prime Minis¬ 
ter Vladimir Putin, a 
longtime defender of 
large endangered 
animals. 

A Russian-U.S. 
commission last year 
agreed to restrict polar 
bear hunting to 29 ani¬ 
mals per year for each 
country. But The Polar 
Bear program, 
established under 
Putin’s patronage, said 
this week that Russia 
had waived its quota for 
bear hunting. 

The Polar Bear 
program, which said 
U.S. officials had long 
been reluctant to intro¬ 
duce the cap on 
hunting, said 
approximately 100 polar 
bears a year have been 
killed in Alaska in 
recent years. 

“Measures taken by 
Russia will ensure that 
the United States will be 
killing at least 70 polar 
bears fewer than before, 
which, according to 
Russian specialists, will 
help to sustain and 
boost the population of 
this beautiful Arctic ani¬ 
mal,” the group said in a 
statement posted on 
Putin’s official website.

Researchers say the tune spreads 
to other male whales across the 
South Pacific Ocean and different 
groups of whales then sing it 
throughout the mating season. 


according to a study released Thurs¬ 
day by the University of Queensland. 

All the catchy whale songs over 
the past decade originated off the 
eastern coast of Australia and spread 
as far as the French Pol 5 mesia. 

Scientists are puzzled as to why 
the whales all sing the same song, 
since it appears they do it to attract a 
mate. And they’re not all that 
original. While the occasional new 
song has surfaced, the whales usually 
seem to mix tunes from previous sea¬ 
sons to create a new sound. 

The 11-year project is described as 
the first documented study of

bronze. Or as Stephen Stills 
once sang, “If you can’t be 
with the one you love, love 
the one you’re with.” I 
found there were a lot of 
things to enjoy about the 
movie, even if it wasn’t 
Pixar perfect.

When 
Reese Witherspoon sits 
down to discuss her new 
film, Water for Elephants 
— an adaptation of the 
best-selling book about a 
young veterinaiy student 
(Twilight star Robert Pat- 
tinson) who joins a travel¬ 
ling circus and finds 
himself in a love triangle 
with the star performer 
(Witherspoon) and sadistic 
ringmaster (Christoph 
Waltz) — what inquiring 
minds really want to know 
is what it’s like to kiss R. 
Patz? 

“Rob possibly had the 
most hideous, horrible 


cold of any co-star I’ve ever 
had to do a love scene with 
ever in my entire (life),” 
Witherspoon admits with 
faux repulsion. “Fm talk¬ 
ing green, infectious, dis¬ 
gusting! He was literally 
snorting and snotting 
through every second of it 
and it was not appealing. 1 
was just tr 5 dng not to get 
sick the whole time,” she 
laughs. 

While her rendezvous 
with Pattinson was less 
than ideal, Witherspoon 
forged another veiy deep 
connection on set with Tai, 
the film’s titular pachy¬ 
derm. Growing up in Ten¬ 
nessee, the 35-year-old 
Oscar-winner was used to 
riding horses but admits 
nothing prepared her to 
“ride (an elephant) bare¬ 


back, in a leotard, holding 
on with one hand.” 

“1 worked with Tai close¬ 
ly and intensely for a 
while, developing the rou¬ 
tine and practicing,” she 
explains. “It was a very 
emotional experience for 
me. One of my favourite 
stories, which speaks to 
the intelligence of (Tai) ... 
was when we were shoot¬ 
ing a night shoot really 
late one night. The next 
day she was so tired and 1 
asked the trainers, ‘Why is 
she so tired?’ And they 
said, ‘Well, she stayed up 
all night telling all the oth¬ 
er elephants what she had 
been up to.’ She lives with 
six other elephants, who 
talk to each other by roar¬ 
ing. ... The trainers said 
the elephants roared for 


nearly an hour before they 
went to bed.” 

Perhaps one of the 
things Tai was trumpeting 
about was how glorious 
Witherspoon looks in the 
film, channeling Jean Har¬ 
low in tight platinum curls 
and luxurious satin dress¬ 
es, that slither over her 
body. Witherspoon says 
she watched hours of old 
films to research her role, 
changing the way she 
walked, spoke and stood. 

“1 had this whole dream 
of doing an incredible ’30s 
accent,” the actress giggles. 
“And then after the first 
day (director Francis 
Lawrence) said, ‘1 don’t 
think you should do that 
an 3 miore. It’s really hard to 
understand what you’re 
saying.’”

J posh Homme (Queens 
of the Stone Age, 
Them rooked Vul¬ 
tures, Eagles of 
Death Metal) isn’t 
exactly a delicate fig¬ 
ure.

Union Station’s Paper Airplane takes flight 


Alison Krauss & Union Sta¬ 
tion needed songs — bad. 

They had plenty to start 
with when they began 
recording for the album 
that would become Paper 
Airplane.

Krauss decided to lean 
on an old fiiend Robert Lee 
Castleman, who had come 
through for her many times 
in the past on Grammy- 
winning songs like The 
Lucky One and Restless. She 
got some bad news, though. 
Turned out Castleman was 
a veiy happy man. 

“And he says, ‘I’m dry. I 


don’t have an 5 Thing. I’m 
not inspired,”’ Krauss said. 
“He’s always written about 
love and it not working 
out and he’s now married 
with a beautiful daughter 
and a beautiful son.” 

Nevertheless he invited 
Krauss over and she sat 
with him for a while. “So 
then about seven hours lat¬ 
er he called me with a ti¬ 
tle,” Krauss said. “He said 
it’s called Paper Airplane.”

The Wall, which makes 
the Great Wall of China 
look like a cubicle, is just 
one of several settings the 
Game of Thrones exposes 
to viewers. 

Despite having such a 
large cast and many differ¬ 
ent stoiy arcs, Game of 
Thrones is able to do an ex¬ 
cellent job of not moving 
too fast or making things 
confusing for those that 
have no knowledge of the 
book series. 

Harrington himself had 
no knowledge of the books 
before being cast in the pi¬ 
lot, although he has since 
read all four of them. He 
acknowledged that there is 
pressure on him to get the 
role of Jon Snow right for 
the fans of the series.
